DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August

Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 1, 4, 6-13, 16, 17, 21 and 24-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior 

art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested a control unit to monitor a first 
connection attempt initiated on the data network and, if a response to the first 
connection attempt is not received within a predetermined time, to control the backup 
switch to disconnect the communications channel from the first connector and to 
connect the communication channel to the second connector, wherein the signal causes 
a relay to connect an external line to either the data network or the backup network.
